some 12,000 miles through infested 
! fields in Alberta. Sa.skatchewan and 
M anitoba. 
One authority estim ated 
th at about 75 per cent of the west’s 
1941 wheat acreage suffered infes­ 
tation by .sawfly and th a t about !’5 
per cent of the acreage was severely 
infested. 
M any of the worst 
infes’ations 
were found 
in .some of the best 
wheat producing areas, the entom o- 
gist stated, adding th a t in parts cf 
S askatchew an fields were .so com ­ 
pletely flattened by the in.sect tliat 
•farm ers 
could 
rake 
their 
crons 
without cutting ’, and in some areas 
there was more w heat on the ground 
than standing. 
He said he saw one field near 
G ranuni, Alta., in which .saw flies 
had knocked down "m oie th an 20 
bushels per acre ’ and in .some fields 
as m uch as 10 and 12 bu.s’oels p-^r 
acre lay on the ground, and the 
fields were a m ass of tangled stems. 
There was no reason to believe the 
situation would be any better next 
year, the entomologists warned, and 
they sugges’ed th a t farm ers learn 
how to combat the .sawfly through 
government a.ssistanep in the form 
of bulletins prepared by the ag ri­ 
cultural departm ent. 
Last sum m er a num ber of farm'^rs 
reduced their lo.sses by cutting in ­
